DESCRIPTION OF BOUNTY PATENT LIST 

In the Rice County Recorder's Office is a book called 
the Bounty Patent Book or Number 33. This book has 588 pages. 

Each page gives information of a land transaction between a 
soldier and a settler. This paper was commonly given to a soldier 
for his military service and was called "scrip" or a warrant. 

This scrip was negotiable; it could be bought, sold or 
traded. Land agents used it a lot. A se-itler could buy this 
scrip which gave them title to the land so entered (see sample). 

In the Bounty Patent Book each page contains the Warrant 
number, the number of acres, the legal description and information 
on the soldier. It gives his name along with his infantry, state 
which he served, war he served in and his service. 

This book is in very good condition and is not indexed, 
so we are presenting the names of those settlers who used a 
warrant or "scrip" to obtain land. J.Dalby alphabetized the 
Rice County names after L. Bauer abstracted them. 

You can use the list to locate the legal description of 
theland the settler purchased with the warrant. The settler's 
name is given and the page his name is entered. 

The list will be published in two parts and will be 
continued in the next newsletter.
